Welcome  to  The  Looking  Glass:  Resources  in  Specialized  Media!  The  focus  of  this  workshop  is 
the  utilization  of  available  resources  for  teachers  and  media  specialists/school  transcribers  when 
it  comes  to  specialized  or  alternative  media,  specifically,  large  print,  Braille,  aural  media. 

In  the  world  today,  an  age  where  technology  empowers  us  to  access  virtually  unlimited 
information  in  a  manner  of  seconds  and  communicate  worldwide  with  ease,  computers  have 
become  a  part  of  nearly  everyone’s  daily  lives. 

Imagine  becoming  a  detective  on  a  great  adventure,  visiting  any  place  in  the  world,  you  want  to 
see.  As  Media  Specialists,  we  often  become  like  detectives.  We  spend  much  of  our  time 
conducting  a  nationwide  search  for  specialized  materials  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of  the 
individual  Visually  Impaired  student,  investigating  ideas  and  activities  in  preparing  materials  in  a 
variety  of  media,  based  upon  individual  student's  needs,  preferred  media,  and  educational 
programs  to  insure  the  successes  of  our  students.  We  collect  items  such  as  scraps  of  paper  with 
different  textures,  odd  bits  of  cardboard,  string,  detailed  instructions  for  'fun'  projects,  and  creative 
ideas  to  prepare  maps,  diagrams,  pictures,  and  other  graphics  into  a  tactile  format  to  make  the 
"visuals"  come  to  life....  to  become  an  'adventure!'  We  take  great  pride  in  our  investigative 
abilities,  talking  with  other  professionals  In  the  field  of  Visual  Impairment,  attending  yearly 
conferences  such  as  CTEVH  and  resourcing  with  schoolteachers  and  media 
specialists/transcribers  In  a  quest  for  knowledge.  Too  often,  we  are  swayed  by  the  appeal  of  fast 
information  and  don't  take  the  time  to  really  discover  what  is  available  right  at  our  fingertips. 

Well...  the  Information  Superhighway  Is  here! 

There  Is  an  incredible  amount  of  data  available  on  the  Internet  that  can  assist  you  in  the 
adaptation,  production  and/or  procurement  of  specialized  materials.  With  a  computer,  one  can 
travel  virtually  through  Cyberspace  to  anywhere  in  the  world  without  leaving  the  comfort  of  your 
favorite  chair  and  desktop. 

A  worldwide  traveler?  Hmmm...  sounds  interesting. 

And  the  cost?  About  a  dollar  a  day  (depending  on  your  travel  agent  ©)  and  your  destinations 
can  be  virtually  anywhere! 

Itinerary?  Whatever  you  want  It  to  be....  Visit  anywhere  you  like  and  stay  for  as  long  as  you 
wish!  Sound  good?  It  is!! 

So  grab  your  beach  bags,  rucksacks  or,  at  the  very  least,  don  your  best  ‘Sherlock  Holmes’  cape 
and  'looking  glass'  and  let’s  do  a  little  sleuthing  to  discover  the  ease  and  comfort  of  "surfing  to 
success"! 

You  ask  about  travel  and  the  method  in  which  we  will  travel?  Funny  you  should  ask . 

There  is  no  waiting  in  long  lines  or  paying  exorbitant  prices  for  fare... you  will  be  traveling  from 
the  comfort  of  your  favorite  easy  chair!  Your  navigational  tool  is  a  tiny  little  non-descript  chunk  of 
plastic  we  have  fondly  called  a  mouse. 

~08;>  ~08:>  ~08:>  Eeek!  How  did  it  get  that  name?  Other  than  a  cord  that  sticks  out  of  the 
little  thing  (vaguely  resembling  a  tail),  it  just  doesn’t  fulfill  its  name:  Where’s  the  ears,  little  beady 
eyes,  sharp  pointed  nose  and  those  sharp  little  teeth  -  Not  to  be  found! :-)  Actually  the  teeth  are 
there  but  not  in  the  meaning  that  relates  with  a  mouse  but,  rather  the  fact  that  wondrous  results 
can  be  had  by  just  running  that  li'l  mouse  across  its  pad  (that’s  mouse  talk  for  home).  With  just  a 
few  clicks  of  one  of  the  mouse’s  two  little  teeth,  you  find  the  whole  world  and  have  it  come  right  to 
you. 
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Today,  in  planning  our  trip,  we  shall  talk  about  the  continent  we  shall  call  “BLINDNESS”.  All 
countries  have  their  cities  listed  and  plainly  located  on  a  map.  In  the  world  of  computers  and  the 
World  Wide  Web  (WWW),  we  aren’t  so  lucky.  To  find  our  way  to  different  places  we  often  take 
many  wrong  turns  and  find  ourselves  going  back  the  way  we  came  to  begin  with.  Then  after 
going  to  many  places,  we  forgot  where  we’ve  been  or  how  to  get  back  to  some  of  the  places 
we’ve  been.  This  (I  hope)  is  a  beginning  road  map  to  the  Continent  of  “Blindness”. 

It  is  important  that  you  understand  and  clearly  see  the  information  that  is  contained  within  this 

travel  profile.  One  wrong  letter,  number  or  symbol  and  you  can  be  taken  to - (SHUDDER) 

one  of  THOSE!!!  Places.  You  know  —  those  places  you  wouldn’t  be  caught  dead  in?? 

VI  resources  on  the  ‘net  have  been  around  since  the  beginning  of  the  Information 
Superhighway,  and  they  continue  to  keep  pace  with  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  Internet  itself. 
The  World  Wide  Web  is  the  hottest  thing  in  Cyberspace  these  days.  There  are  now  hundreds  of 
WWW  pages  --  schools  for  the  blind,  department  of  education  sites  and  information  to  share.  The 
Internet  also  offers  many  opportunities  to  connect  with  other  professionals;  some  of  who  may 
have  more  experience  while  others  may  have  less.  Visiting  various  web  sites  can  offer  you  the 
opportunity  to  add  to  your  collection  of  knowledge  or  give  yourself  a  major  boost  when  you  locate 
a  new  and  different  idea.  Just  remember  the  files  you  peruse  were  all  submitted  by  humans 
(presumably — I'm  still  hoping  to  find  alien  life  out  there!)  and  we  all  know,  humans  make 
mistakes,  so  make  sure  you  do  a  little  double-checking  of  the  sources  of  this  information  to  make 
sure  it  is  accurate.  Whatever  your  choice,  wherever  you  visit.  May  you  find  the  answers  to 
questions  you  may  have. 

As  with  all  trips  we  must  have  a  starting  point.  You  can  travel  to  many  resources  and  places 
from  the  basic  screen  of  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Let  the  adventure  begin...  Stay  connected  with  resources  throughout  the  state,  the  country,  and 
the  world  through  technology!  Here  we  go...!

The  Clearinghouse  for  Specialized  Media  and  Technology  (CSMT)  produces  textbooks,  workbooks,  and  other 
materials  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  Braille,  large  print,  audiocassette  and  American  Sign  Language 
Videobooks.  They  are  loaned  to  public  education  agencies  for  use  by  students  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 

When  searching  for  textbooks  (or  any  books  in  general),  please  obtain  the  following  information  for  each  book:  the 
publishers,  titles  and  ISBN  numbers  of  state  adoptions  (K-8)  that  your  students  will  need  during  the  school  year. 
Knowing  which  titles  your  students  need  before  going  online  is  the  most  important  step!  Then  ... 

1 .  Visit  the  CSMT  online  catalog  of  state  adoptions  at  www.cde.c.qov/csmt  and  click  on  "Order  California  Adoptions". 

2.  Click  on  the  subject  matter  you  wish  to  browse  or  search  "All  Subjects"  link. 

3.  Then,  cut  and  paste  the  data  for  books  into  the  body  of  an  email  message  to  Georgia  Marty  at  gmarty@cde.ca.gov. 
Remember  to  include  your  name,  title,  school  shipping  address,  and  the  media  you  wish  (Braille,  large  print,  aural). 
Those  materials  that  do  not  lend  themselves  to  alternate  formats  or  are  available  in  appropriate  and  accessible  formats 
from  publishers  are  omitted. 

All  Braille  and  large-print  books  distributed  to  schools  by  the  Textbook  Warehouse  are  current  state-adoptions  (K-8). 

No  recommended  reading  material,  general  interest,  or  high  school  materials  are  provided  through  this  program.  Braille 
and  large  print  adoptions  are  returned  to  the  CSMT  Textbook  Warehouse  when  students  are  no  longer  using  them. 
CSMT  has  obsolete  state  adoptions  up  to  about  10  years  old.  Check  with  them  when  looking  for  older  books. 

CSMT  maintains  an  inventory  of  educational  materials  and  equipment  for  K-1 2  pupils  who  are  legally  blind.  These 
specialized  materials  and  equipment  are  provided  through  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  (AP)  Federal 
Quota  Program  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

CSMT  has  proposed  several  changes  to  California's  Education  Code,  which  will  improve  production  of  specialized 
media,  especially  Braille.  Now  that  many  California  Braille  Transcribers  are  using  translation  software,  publishers' 
computer  files  will  soon  be  used  to  produce  Braille.  CSMT  has  created  its  first  CD  for  transcribers  and  has  tested 
distribution  of  Braille  files  as  attachments  to  email  documents  with  great  success.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near 
future,  schools,  districts,  and  county  offices  of  education  will  have  the  option  of  downloading  Braille  files  and 
embossing  Braille  as  needed  by  the  student. 

CSMT  administers  the  use  of  the  Internet  Listserv,  Braille-N-Teach  for  transcribers,  media  specialists,  teachers  and 
parents.  Individuals  wishing  to  be  added  to  the  Braille-N-Teach  listserv  should  contact  Rod  Brawley  via  email, 
(rbrawiey@cde.ca.gov)  and  ask  to  subscribe.  Braille-N-Teach  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  tools  you  can  have  at  your 
fingertips.  By  posting  a  message  on  the  listserv,  the  message  is  sent  out  to  all  the  membership  and  the  networking 
begins!  Are  you  looking  for  a  specific  book?  Need  ideas  on  how  to  teach  a  particularly  challenging  student?  Do  you 
have  books  or  equipment  that  is  sitting  on  a  shelf  gathering  dust  that  you  can  share  with  someone  else?  That  is  what 
this  list  is  all  about!  You  can  save  your  school  districts  and  departments  of  education  a  lot  of  money  if  you  can  borrow  a 
book  rather  than  spending  purchasing  one.  In  addition,  don't  forget  about  the  HIGH  SCHOOL  BRAILLE 
REIMBURSEMENT  PROGRAM,  implemented  by  CSMT  to  improve  access  to  high  school  textbooks  in  Braille. 

To  be  a  part  of  that  program,  each  SELPA  wishing  to  participate  must  file  an  annual  Letter  of  Intent  with  the  CDE’s 
Clearinghouse  for  Specialized  Media  and  Technology  (CSMT).  Letters  of  Intent  must  be  received  by  CSMT  by  1 
November  each  year.  Prior  to  purchasing  a  Braille  book,  a  query  must  be  posted  on  CDE's  Braille-N-Teach  email 
listserv  to  determine  if  the  Braille  book  is  available  on  loan  from  another  program.  Each  SELPA  wishing  to  be 
reimbursed  for  purchases  must  submit  an  annual  claim,  copies  of  invoices  paid  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  copies  of 
requests  to  borrow  books  that  were  posted  on  CDE's  Braille-N-Teach  listserv.  Specific  documents  necessary  for  this 
program  can  be  found  in  the  Appendix  in  the  back  of  this  handout. 
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If  what  you  are  looking  for  is  not  found  on  the  CSMT  website,  you  can  expand  your  search.  Just  follow  a  few  specific 
guidelines  and  your  search  should  not  be  too  difficult.  Remember  that  databases  and  certain  catalogs  are  used  to 
locate  specialized  media.  When  searching  for,  requesting,  and/or  ordering  any  book,  you  must  know  the  exact  basic 
information:  title,  author,  publisher,  edition,  copyright  date,  and  ISBN  number.

The  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  Inc.  (APH)  is  located  in  Louisville,  KY.  and  provides  specialized  materials, 
products  and  services  needed  for  education  and  life  for  people  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.  APH  provides  the 
Louis  database  of  media  accessible  to  visually  impaired  individuals.  It  is  free,  requires  no  password,  and  is  accessed 
through  the  APH  website. 

The  Louis  Database  of  Accessible  Materials  and  APH  File  Repository  (www.aph.orq/louis.htm)  is  a  centralized 
electronic  database  with  a  comprehensive  listing  of  Braille  books,  large  type  books  and  pamphlets,  music  scores, 
electronic  books,  sound  recordings,  computer  disk,  and  tactile  graphic  publications  available  from  sources  across  the 
United  States.  The  database  contains  over  135,000  listings  with  over  200  agencies  (volunteer,  government,  non-profit, 
and  commercial)  and  is  updated  daily  to  provide  the  most  current  information  possible.  The  system  features  extensive 
bibliographic  information  and  allows  easy,  fast  searching.  It  is  fully  speech  accessible  to  blind  users.

The  federal  government  provides  a  free  library  service  and  materials  to  persons  who  are  unable  to  read  or  use 
standard  printed  materials  because  of  a  visual  or  physical  impairment.  There  are  a  number  of  regional  branch  libraries 
throughout  the  United  States.  Materials  are  federally  supplied  and  the  libraries  are  staffed  locally.  Braille  books  for  the 
blind  and  talking  books  and  cassette  tapes  (non-textbooks,  fiction  and  non-fiction)  may  be  borrowed  by  all  who  are 
eligible.  The  talking  book  machines  and  cassette  recorders  are  available  without  charge  upon  completion  and 
processing  of  an  application  through  the  regional  library.  Applications  are  available  through  the  library  serving  your 
area.  Materials  are  sent  and  returned  postage  free  (FREE  MATTER  FOR  THE  BLIND  AND  PHYSICALLY 
HANDICAPPED). 

NLS/BPH  maintains  an  international  catalog  online. 

(http://lcweb.loc.gov/nls/web-blnd/search.html)  In  addition  to  books  produced  by  NLS,  the  online  catalog  lists  books 
produced  in  special  format  and  reported  to  them  by  cooperating  network  libraries  in  the  United  States,  by  other 
organizations  in  the  U.S.,  and  by  organizations  in  other  countries.  To  order  materials  found  in  this  catalog,  contact  the 
cooperating  network  library  from  which  you  receive  your  library  service. 
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NLS  also  provides  Web-Braille,  an  Internet,  web-based  service  that  provides  many  Braille  books  and  all  Braille 
magazines  produced  by  the  National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  in  an  electronic  format. 
The  Web-Braille  site  is  password-protected  and  all  files  are  in  an  electronic  form  of  contracted  Braille  (formerly  known 
as  Grade  2),  a  format  requiring  the  use  of  special  equipment  for  access.  Web-Braille  files  may  be  read  online  or 
downloaded  for  viewing  offline  or  embossing  with  a  braille  display,  braille-aware  note-taker,  or  braille  embosser.  Links 
to  Web-Braille  books  are  included  in  the  NLS  online  catalog.  This  catalog  is  located  at  www.loc.qov/nls/web- 
blnd/advancedsearch.html.  To  retrieve  Web-Braille  titles  only,  put  the  words  “web  braille”  (as  two  words  with  no 
hyphen)  in  the  “annotation,  notes,  contents”  field.  The  results  list  will  contain  a  link  to  each  volume  of  a  Web-Braille 
title.  When  a  Web-Braille  volume  is  selected,  the  user  will  be  prompted  for  a  Web-Braille  user  ID  and  password.

Recordings  for  the  Blind  and  Dyslexic  is  a  nonprofit  organization  that  serves  people  who  cannot  read  standard  print 
effectively  because  of  a  visual  impairment,  learning  disability,  or  other  physical  disability  by  lending  educational  audio 
books  in  a  broad  range  of  subjects  at  all  educational  levels,  from  kindergarten  to  post-graduate  studies.  The  books  are 
available  on  four-track  cassettes  and/or  “AudioPlus”  digitally  recorded  textbooks  on  CD.  The  digital  books  are  still 
being  developed  and  will  conform  to  the  standards  of  the  international  group  known  as  the  DAISY  Consortium  (Digital 
Audio  Information  System)  and  NISO  (National  Information  Standards  Organization).  It  is  expected  that  two  separate 
versions  of  the  digital  audio  products  will  be  available:  standard  and  enhanced.  The  standard  version  combines  the 
digitally  recorded  audio  book  with  embedded  information  about  the  book's  structure  for  navigation-a  digital  "table  of 
contents"  to  enable  you  to  navigate  more  easily  through  the  book's  different  parts.  The  enhanced  version  will  contain 
the  audio  recording,  the  digital  table  of  contents  and  the  book's  full  text  synchronized  with  the  audio.  The  text  could  be 
highlighted  to  help  the  individual  read  along  as  the  book  is  played.  To  use  the  services  of  RFB&D,  you  must  be  a 
member.  Membership  can  be  on  an  Individual  basis  or  by  an  Annual  Institutional  Membership.

TSBVI  has  a  listing  of  books, 
which  are  downloadable.  You  will  need  a  password  to  download  the  files.  Complete  the  password  request  form  online 
to  receive  a  password.  Books  are  in  MegaDots,  Duxbury,  and  ASCII  format.  BOOKS  are  already  translated.  Also, 
several  files  are  available  for  download  without  a  password:  A  simple  Periodic  Table,  containing  element  number  and 
symbol;  An  alphabetical  list  with  element  name,  atomic  number,  symbol,  atomic  mass,  electrons  per  shell,  date  of 
discovery,  melting  point  and  boiling  point  in  Celsius,  and  radioactivity:  and  an  Atomic  numerical  list  of  elements  with 
atomic  number,  element  name,  symbol,  and  atomic  mass.  Numerous  resources  are  available  for  mathematics, 
curriculum  and  publications.

1.  Blind  persons  whose  visual  acuity,  as  determined  by  competent 
authority  is  20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  correcting  lenses,  or 
whose  widest  diameter  of  visual  field  subtends  an  angular  distance 
no  greater  than  20  degrees. 

2.  Other  physically  disabled  persons  as  follows: 

(a)  Persons  whose  visual  disability,  with  correction  and  regardless 
of  optical  measurement,  is  certified  by  competent  authority  as 
preventing  the  reading  of  standard  printed  material. 

(b)  Persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  unable  to  read  or 
unable  to  use  standard  printed  material  as  a  result  of  physical 
limitations. 

(c)  Persons  certified  by  competent  authority  as  having  a  reading 
disability  resulting  from  organic  dysfunction  and  of  sufficient 
severity  to  prevent  their  reading  printed  material  in  a  normal 
manner. 

B.  In  cases  of  blindness,  visual  disability  or  physical  limitations,  "competent 
authority"  is  defined  to  include  doctors  of  medicine,  doctors  of 
osteopathy,  ophthalmologists,  optometrists,  registered  nurses,  therapists, 
professional  staff  of  hospitals,  institutions,  and  public  or  welfare  agencies 
(e.g.  social  workers,  case  workers,  counselors,  rehabilitation  teachers, 
and  superintendents).  In  the  absence  of  any  of  these,  certification  may  be 
made  by  professional  librarians  or  by  any  person  whose  competence 
under  specific  circumstances  is  acceptable  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 
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C.  In  the  case  of  reading  disability  from  organic  dysfunction,  competent 
authority  is  defined  as  doctors  of  medicine  who  may  consult  with 
colleagues  in  associated  disciplines. 

D.  Qualified  readers  must  be  residents  of  the  United  States  including  the 
several  states,  territories,  insular  possessions,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  American  citizens  domiciled  abroad.

A.  Veterans.  In  the  lending  of  books,  recordings,  reproducers,  musical 
scores,  instructional  texts,  and  other  specialized  materials  preference 
shall  be  given  at  all  times  to  the  needs  of  the  blind  and  physically  disabled 
persons  who  have  been  honorably  discharged  from  the  Armed  Forces  of

Definition  of  Blindness:  The  term  "blind"  means  an  individual  whose  central  visual  acuity  does  not 
exceed  20/200  in  the  better  eye  with  correcting  lenses,  or  whose  visual  acuity  is  greater  than  20/200 
but  is  accompanied  by  a  limitation  in  the  fields  of  vision  such  that  the  diameter  of  the  visual  field 
subtends  an  angle  no  greater  than  20  degrees.  (Section  23-y-2  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  1944).  Eye 
surgery,  limited  vision,  and  difficulty  in  reading  conventional  print  also  provides  eligibility. 

Physically  Disabled:  A  person  who  is  unable  to  hold  a  book  or  turn  the  pages  is  also  eligible. 
Examples:  quadriplegic,  stroke,  MS,  CP,  cancer.  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome,  etc.
